RECOLLECTIONS OF WORK. IN 
COUNTRY BY MR. CHARLTON. 


Settling In a New Home Half. a Cea- 
tury Ago—A Thriving. District— 
Work On a Ploneer Farm—No 

| .Self-Binders -Then--Cradled -Threo 
Acres a Day—The Northern Clear- 
Ings—Reciprocity tn Work. * 


I. was born near Caledonia, New 
York, in 1829, writes Mr.. John Charl- 
ton in The Globe. My parents were of 
8cotch and Northumberland ‘stock. . I 
went to Canada West, now Ontario, 
with my father; April, 1849, when I 
was twenty years-old. With him were 
aye chee brothers and five sisters. 

en my little brothers and -my- 
self parted from:the rest of the family 
at. Buffalo and -struck out: alone we 
anticipated a tedious journey.. We had 
one span of horses anda single horse, 
with ‘a lumber wagon.and a buggy. 
We crossed ‘the Niagara on ‘the ferry- 
boat’at Black Rock. Major Kirby was 
then the Canadian officer. of customs 
at Fort Erie, and I had heard many 
stories of his strictness and severity. 
In my load I had a barrel of sugar, a 
quantity of tea and’ some other gro- 
ceries, and I was.in doubt as to how 
I might get along with the Major. He 
was very courteous: and kind, how- 
ever, and in reply to my full state- 
ment of what the load contuined’ he 
informed me that all goods destined 
for the family use of immigrants wers 
free of duty. An ‘hour and a half was 
taken to make the entry and explain 
how the rest of the family and goods 
had gone up by lake steamer to Dunn- 
ville, and then up the Grand River to 
Brantford.

My father and mother almost’ im- 
mediately after our- arrival connected 
themselves. with the congregation -of 
the United Presbyterian Church « at 
Ayr, of which Alexander Ritchie was 
pastor, which naturally increased the 
disposition of our Scotch neighbors to 
treat us in a friendly manner. 'I soon 
learned to use the Scotch dialect with 
considerable facility when .I desired 
to.do so, and made acquaintances as 
rapidly as I wished to do. 

ts A Thriving District. 

Ayr at this time was a thriving, and 
not by ae means: an unattractive 
country: village of perhaps five hundred 
inhabitants, surrounded by a pro- 


The Scotch farmers understood their 
business and gave diligent. attention 
to it, and our neighbors with scarcely 
an exception were thrifty, frugal peo- 
ple, who were year by year reducing 
the debts upon their. farms-and_ add- 
ing to their stores of -worldly. sub- 
stance. 

Canada West, or Ontario as it bas 
been called since confederation, was 
at this time increasing at a reason- 
able rate in wealth and population. 
Men were hopeful -of fhe future and 
had faith in the country. The imnii- 
‘gration was considerable, : andthe 
emigration to the United. States com- 
paratively light. The population of 
the Province was about 900,000, and 
its inctease up to.this point had been 
fairly rapid. The Huron district: was 
just settling.up and was then called 
the Queen’s Bush, Brantford contain-

1700, London 6;500,-St. Thofhas 1,200, 
Simcoe .1,400, Woodstock 2,000, Galt 
1,100, and Guelph 1,750..

and pitched hay -till our hay crop’ ¢f 
over fifty tons-was-all secured ‘in good 
order, Very soon after. haying the -har- 
vest: came ‘on. :The beautiful fields of 


red chaff wheat were 'a-sight that the 


mountains .of Cattaraugus could~ -not 
furnish. -All of the crop .was cut-with 
the cradle and; bound into sheaves‘ by 
hand. I. was’ accustomed to’ the ‘use 
of the cradle, and could ‘easily ‘lay 
down: three. acres a- day: With’ a. very 
moderate: amount. of: assistance we 

ut our crop of sixty. acres: of: wheat 
into the barn. Then came the pea 
harvest, and‘ soon ‘after’ the oat har- 
vest.- Both of:these crops. we cared for 
with our.own help. At the proper time 
the summer. fallows: were thoroughly 
harrowed to keep the soil:free from 
weeds; as soon’ as. possible: after ‘har- 
vest they were cross-ploughed,: this 
work not being completed. till ~ after 
the oats were cut. Late in August we 
commenced on the third ploughing,call- 
ed the “seed furrowing,”’ which left ‘the 
land as: mellow as‘ a garden, Between 
September. 10 and 20 the wheat was 
sown,.& half a day’s thrashing: hav- 
ing previously been .done for -seed. 
Then came the cutting of clover seed, 
the -digging of -potatoes, | the - fall 
loughing, and the pulling and stor- 
ing of turnips and various odd jobs. 

As soon as convenient after the fall 
work was done our wheat was thrash- 
ed with an open cylinder machine, as

1 wish to consider that-one trial of 
all dairymen, the clinging of the ma- 
nure to the thighs and hocks of the 
cows, writes .W. J. Elliott in American 
Agriculturist.:. I have! heard it sald 
that this Js easily overcome if the 
dairyman makes it his chore to brush 
down the thighs of the cows every day. 
It is a fact that it {s nota big chore 
if we look to the bedding andthe 
brushing each'day. At present I am 
practicing in. my dairy a: system of 
keeping clean the cows’ thighs. It 
consists of the clipping: very short of 
the hair on :the thighs, hocks and tall 
of the cows.. The accompanying illus- 
tration shows what-I mean. You will 
find the portion of the cow's thigh that 
is: clipped is below the dotted line.

-ways shows that he does not always 
know. Frequently the cow that he 
thinks the best turns out the ‘poorest, - 
says Otto Irwin in Farm Star. . .
